“Tomorrow has been cancelled because of lack of in- 
terest.’’ That was written on a button I saw at the Roscom- 
mon County Fair. How about you? Does your present have a 
future? Is it going anywhere? 

Israel was in the wildecness with their leader Moses 
when God commanded them to gather each day as much 
manina as each person could eat. Some, I am sure, gathered 
greedily, thinking they would have a lot left over. Some 
gathered a smaller amount. Interestingly enough, when it 
was all measured, it is recorded that he that ‘‘gathered much 
had nothing over, and he that gathered little had no lack...” 

Those who gathered ‘greedily’ thought that their 
present had a future, but it did not. In fact, there is not much 
future in the accumulation of things and that is pretty diffi- 
cult for us to accept or understand at times, especially when 
we have a society hitting us over the head with an opposite 
message.

There has never 
been a luggage rack on the hearse for the deceased’s 
possessions. The Egyptians thought they COULD take it with 
them and prepared in their tombs items for the other side of 
life. The items, however, are still in their tombs, untouched 
and intact. 

The only tomorrow that has a future is the one which 
places its trust in a personage of God. He holds the future in 
His hands for He is the future and NONE OF HIS 
TOMORROWS ARE UNFORBIDABLE,.

The Homemaker Services 
Program offers light house- 
keeping and limited trans- 
portation to all handicapped 
Crawford County Senior 
Citizens 60 years of age or 
older. This service consists 
of dusting, vacuuming, meal 
preparation, washing dishes, 
light laundry, changing bed- 
ding, cleaning kitchen, bath- 
room, bedroom and living 
room. The transportation 
service is limited to the han- 
dicapped Senior Citizen who 
needs groceries, transporta- 
tion to and from the doctors 
appointments and having 
prescriptions filled. If you 
are able to use Dial-A-Ride 
please do so as it is much 
less expensive.

Businesses Pessimistic 
On Economic Outlook

President Reagan’s economic changes in worker’s compensation 
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recovery programs have been of lit- 
tle help in the depressed Michigan 
and northern Ohio areas, and small 
business failures in the region will 
exceed the national average, say 
business leaders surveyed by poll- 
sters Touche Ross. 

A Touche Ross. survey of 

businesses in the sunbelt last year 
showed substantial support for the 
president’s economic program, but 
Philip W. Jennings, a partner in the 
company’s Lansing office said the 
survey revealed that businessmen in 
the area have become disenchanted 
with supply side economics. 
In the survey of executives at 
1,042 small and medium-sized 
businesses, 78 percent said the 
president’s supply side economic 
philosophy has not benefited their 
companies and 32 percent of those 
do not ever expect to benefit. 

The single largest group of 
businesses surveyed (21 percent) 
were non-auto related manufactur- 
ing, followed by retail (19 percent), 
auto related manufacturing (15 per- 
cent), service (14 percent) and con- 
struction (11 percent). 

Less than half (46 percent) of the 
executives said the 1981 Economic 
Recovery Act has helped their com- 
panies, chiefly because of changed 
tax rates and accelerated cost 
recovery, and 33 percent expect no 
effect from the 1982 Tax Equity and 
Fiscal Responsibility Act while 50 
percent anticipate only a moderate 
effect. 

About, 73 nercent. 9 of the Michigan 
executives and 54 percent of the 
Ohio executives expect small 
business failures in their states to 
exceed national figures. __, 

The businesses (86 percent) were 
in Michigan’s Lower Peninsula; 14 
percent in northern Ohio want more 
help from their state governments. 

About 80 percent of the Michigan 
businesses surveyed said further 


law would be a significant factor in 
spurring economic recovery and 73 
percent said businesses cited the 
need for unemployment compensa- 
tion changes and 55 percent said 
business tax changes would be of 
significant help. 

The economic recovery will begin 
sometime in the next 12 months, 
said 37 percent of the executives, 
but with 70 percent of the business- 
es seeing only a gradual upturn in 
the economy extending beyond one 
year, 66 percent said they would 
curtail capital expenditures during 
the next year and 68 percent said 
they would not increase their labor 
force in the foreseeable future. 

Schedule Set To Release 
Deferred Payments 

Schools, local governments, 
colleges and universities will get, by 
June 30, 85 percent of the state pay- 
ments due them up to that point, in- 
cluding funds withheld from the last 
fiscal year, under a payment plan 
recently announced by _ state 
Treasurer Robert Bowman. 

Except for about $70 million 
released to particularly hard-pressed 
governments, the state has not 
made any payments in 1983, 
deferring about $500 million 
because of its own cash problems. 

The schedule calls for the release 
of $416 million on April 18, another 
$299 million on May 23 and an ad- 
ditional $296 million on June 30, or 
about 85 percent due by that date. 

Bowman said the remaining 15 
percent, or $338 million, will be pro- 
rated over the next three months so 
by September 30, governments and 
educational institutions will have 
received all their appropriate funds. 

Bowman said the payout plan 
represents ‘‘the most the state could 
do at this time.’’ He added the pay- 
ment plan is possible only because of 
the tax hike amount and timing ap- 
proved by the Legislature last mon- 
th.

The adult birds show 
great excitement when their 
territory is invaded and of- 
ten lead the intruder away 
by simulating injury. 

The killdeer feeds on 
mosquitoes, flies, grass- 
hoppers, flea beetles, ticks, 
armyworms, weevils and 
caterpillars; thus, it may be 
considered to be beneficial to 
man and his animals. Their 
return for the upcoming in- 
sect season will be most 
welcome.
